that never took place, 

The ine was started os 1 
white elephant of Benito Mus- 
sollni to connect the main rati- 
woy station with the site where 
he intended to stage a World 
Folr in 1942—that is, until he 
decided to embark on a WORLD 
WAR instead. 

»Construction of the linc was 
held up first by the war, then 
by a series of archacological 
discovcries, The workers dig- 

* ging the tunnel in the history- 
laden underground of Rome 
kept bumping into valuabic 
ruins ond mosaics, and every 
time exdited atchacologisia ore 
dered them to stop work and 
took over the shovels, 

When the ilne was completed, 
Romans were exceedingly proud 
sand relieved, in their tax- 
paying capacity.

Mildred did make some putts 
-—even though her doctors sald 
she would never ploy golf 
again. And she did more than 
that. Sho came back to win the 
United States championship far 
tho third time with a‘score of 
291 for 72 holes — 12 strokes 
ahead of her nearest’ fit and 
young pppenest It was her 
aeatest triumph.

Read What This Singing Star Tells Us

VER since I was lucky 

enough to score with 
my Columbia recording of 
“My Heart Cries for You” 
people everywhere have 
been bombarding me with 
one remark in particular. 
“Boy, how I'd like to be in 
your business,” they say. 
“Cut a record and then sit 
back and watch it climb. 
Nothing to it.” 

Nothing to-it? I've got 
news for them. It isn’t as 
simple as that. 
much more to it. I don't 
want you to get the idea 
that it’s the hardest thing 
I've done. It isn’t. Try 
working as ®  cowhand, 
riding from before sunrise 
to after sunset—as I did— 
and you know what a_ hard 
day's work is. But making 
a record has its own special 
brand of headache that can 
be just as wearing as 
sitting ina saddle for ten 
hours. 

Before you even begin to 
think of cutting a tune, 
you've got to find it. This 
takes anywhere from two 
duys to two months, You 
take time out every day to 
look over ~new material. 
Sometimes it’s necessary to 
try a hundred new songs 
before you find one you like. 
At the same time your 
manager js doing the same 
thing and so is the 
recording director of the 
record company. 


You finally 4nd the song 
you'd like to do and then tho 
fun begins,- “Its a good tune,” 
your manuger tells you, “but it's 
not your type.” “It's okay,” 
says the recording dircctor, 
“okay, but it won’t sell. Not 
commercial" So you give up 
end look over the number your 
mi.naeer aclected. “It’s great.” 
you tell him, “but*this is for 
Johnnie Ray, not for me.” Then
